BETTER MERCHANDISING. 


"The best salesman.;1 says Forbes magazine, "is the 


man who not only makes sales but makes salesmen 
of his customers." In that brief sentence may be found 
the chief keynote to success in any business. The num- 
ber of establishments which have for, their,motto. "Sat- 
lafactlon guaranteed," is legion, but the number of bus- 
inesses which Jive up tp^the motto is comparatively 
•maJl. 


It is a curious thing, but wholesale and 
Jobbing 


houees are much more apt to live up to such a motto 
than retail firms. The-wholesaler does not make his 
profits by selling inferior goods to the transient trade. 
If he succeeds, he must repeat, that is, he must sell to 
the same •fcuetomer time and again. In the retail werld 
It is possible for nome unscrupulous firms to do business 
for a day or two. figuratively speaking, and then pick 
•up their tents ana fly. They do not count on selling 
the customer twice, and though they may talk about 
"guaranteed" satisfaction," they are not there when the 
dls-satisfied customer returns. 


There is a difference between a low price and a 


•heap article. It is always a waste of money to buy a 
ehoap article, that is. one which is poorly made. On 
the othe,' hand, it

around" and find where he can get good merchandise 
priced lov.". 
Perhaps by the nature of their business, 


the wholesalers, realized long- ago that better merchan- 
dising is essential to sound business. Glancing at the 
retail stores, it >s the rule that the successful store is 
the one which has awakened to the needs of better 
merchandising and satisfied customers.

in the volume of newspaper advertising throughout the 
country in the last ten years is proof that the consumer
